W artim e congestion of A m er­ 
ica's transportation system which 
has delayed arrival of forms and 
coupon books, resulted this week 
in postponem ent of gasoline ra­ 
tioning from Nov. 22, as origin­ 
ally scheduled ,to December 1 
Registration days were also again 
changed as a result. 
New registration days are ten­ 
tatively set for Nov. 18, 19 and 
20, 
next W ednesday, Thursday 
and Friday. F irst they w ere Nov. 
9, 10 and 11, then Nov. 12, 13 
and 14. Even the new days seem ­ 
ed slated for delay as no word 
has been heard from the neces­ 
sary books at noon today. There 
w ere some predictions in official 
circles that gasoline rationing on 
the coast m ay be delayed until 
after the first of the year.

H erbert 
said that civilian traffic which 
refused to yield the right of way,

crash truck and ambulance. 


MUST GIVE WAY 


“It is the responsibility of all 
loyal American citizens to realize 
that it is more im portant for our 
equipm ent to reach the scene of 
the accident first than it is for 
civilians to get there first.” the 
officer said. 
He reported th at tw ice the am ­ 
bulance was "almost upset in try ­ 
ing to get around traffic of m or­ 
bidly curious civilians. 


DELAY IS FATAL 


Lt. H erbert called attention to 
the fact that in cases of air m is­ 
haps, 
the 
Ferrying Command 
equipm ent is fighting against the 
precious m inutes they m ust have 


if they are to save the lives of 
those concerned. 
“W here aircraft have crashed, 
a few m inutes delay inay m ean 
the lives of those trapped in a 
burning airplane.” he said. “All 
of the planning, tim ing and o r­ 
ganization w e have a t this field 
to save the crew in th e event of 
a crash can be lost by a few 
thoughtless civilians who do not 
give our crash 
equipm ent 
the 
rig h t of w ay.” 
Lt. H erbert said th a t all civil­ 
ian autom obiles at th e scene of 
a crash m ust be parked off the 
road. No photographs shall be 
tak en of th e accident. In the 
event th a t an accident occurs 
w here several civilians are close 
to th e scene, any assistance th at 
can be given to tak e the crew 
out of the dam aged airplane will 
be greatly appreciated by the 
Ferrying Comm and, he said.

They should be w ashed and 
gathered together and taken to 
Lykken’s store. 


HOW IT WORKS 


“Every tim e a gun of 6 inch 
ciliber or m ore is fired, the pow­ 
der which propels the shell, is 
encased in silk bags. There is 
no substitute for silk for these 
pow der bags. It m ust be a m a­ 
terial which burns instantly and 
completely to clear th e gun bar­ 
rel of burning fragm ents and per­ 
m it of rapid firing.” said Dr. M a­ 
cartney.

WHAT TO DO 


“Heretofore there has been no 
way in Palm Springs for collect­ 
ing tin cans. B ut from now on 
the governm ent w ants every tin 
can, no matteT w hat size, saved. 
A detinning plant is being built 
I in Los A ngeles.” the chairm an 
of the local salvage com m ittee 
said. 
“Here is w hat you can do to 
help. Wash out the tin can to 
rem ove acid, cut out both ends, 
then step on it to flatten it. A 
flattened tin can takes up little 
space. 
START AT ONCE 


“Housewives are urged to start 
this at once. Keep the flattened 
tin cans in a separate box and 
w hen a good-sized box has been 
filled, set it out beside the garb­ 
age to be collected. 
“W hen 
w e 
have 
assembled 
three thousand cubic 
feet, 
the 
new detinning plant in Los A n­ 
geles will send out a truck and a 
trailer with an electric m agnet 
w hich will lift the flattened cans 
into the vehicles for transporta­ 
tion to Los A ngeles for process­ 
ing. 
“The gathering of tin cans will 
start about Jan u ary 1 so act now.” 
Dr. M acartney said.

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Confusion Worse Confounded 


THE bewildered American public this week 
found itself impaled upon the horns of another 
dilemma. On tin* one hand, the OPA and its gaso­ 
line rationing boards have been exhorting the mot­ 
oring public to adopt the “share-ride-share-ex- 
pense” program to save rubber and gasoline. In 
lact, to obtain certain classes of rationing books, 
the motorist must promise to share his car with 
others. 
Insurance companies fell into line and elimin­ 
ated from their ‘exclusions’ the clause referring to 
carrying persons for a charge. The state railroad 
commission joined in by announcing a waiver on 
any common carrier liability. That was all fine and 
for a patriotic purpose. 
Hut there’s the other hand. On it sits the Inter­ 
state Commerce Commission, sits and frowns. If 
a trip is more than a certain limit, it comes under 
the jurisdiction of the I. C. C. And the I. C. C. re­ 
fuses to approve. It says the regulations must be 
maintained and that autoists permitting riders to 
pay expense would come into competition with the 
common carriers and as such, come under the 
same classification. 
So what to do about it? 
There is a solution, of course. A driver can 
still carry passengers gratis to Los Argeles and 
hack. To avoid one man bearing all of the burden, 
it’s just a simple matter to alternate the use of 
autos. Hut while that fixes up the auto owners, 
what about the people who do not own cars? The 
common carriers, who are being protected by the 
I. C. C. are too busy in the war effort to be able to 
handle much other traffic .Of course, it is a prob­ 
lem for the minority only. Most people involved 
in the “share-ride share-expense” program travel 
distances well within the limit. But there are some 
who must make longer trips. Some such long dist­ 
ance business must be transacted or else the in­ 
come from which the huge tax program must draw 
to carry on the war effort, will shrink to a point 
where tere won’t be tax source.

On Being A Good Guy 


DURING all of the discussion this week on 
closing hours for taverns and all of the other talk 
on measures to cope with the problems arising be­ 
cause hundreds of boys, torn loose from home 
ties and congregating here, must have some relax­ 
ation, one theme kept reappearing. It was the prob­ 
lem caused by those citizens who want to be Good 
Guys. 
The army is strict in its order that no hard 
liquor bo sold to soldiers before (i p. in. and after 
JO p. in. and all persons dealing in alcoholic bever­ 
ages are as strict in observing these regulations. 
But their effort is nullified to a great degree by 
those persons who, filled with a sudden patriotism, 
and possibly not only patriotism, think nothing is 
too good for the boys. So they purchase the liquor 
for them, paying for it themselves as often as not. 
Their intentions are good—but the result is 
bad. It is bad for the soldiers, and bad for the army. 
These well-intentioned Good Guys are as much a 
headache for the army and the tavern men as for 
the boys themselves. 
The army’s six-to-ten order is based on solid 
reasoning. To help the boys violate it is not doing 
a kind act and it is decidedly not patriotic.

How many times have you said or heard some 
one say, “He is just a private now but he expects 
to be promoted soon;” “He is only a private but he 
thinks he is going to go to officers’ training school”; 
“He is just a private but . . .” 
Why not say, “He is a private”; and say it 
proudly. To be sure history may not record his 
name as having fought for his country, that is ex­ 
cept the history of his own home town; but he, ev­ 
en though lie never advances beyond the rank of 
private, should receive the gratitude of the nation 
as much as does the highest ranking officer in the 
army or navy. He, like they, is willing to give his 
life for his country and no one can do more. 
Without the fighting hearts, the indomitable 
courage, and the intense patriotism of the millions 
of dough boys under his command in the First 
World War, all the military knowledge and strategy 
of Field Marshal Ferdinand Foch would not have 
defeated the German hordes; nor could he, while 
still a general, have accomplished the almost mir­ 
aculous victory in the battle of the Marne but for 
the do or die attitude of the doughboys under him. 
So let us never again be guilty of saying “He is 
just a private but . . .” Let’s speak only with pride 
and gratitude of our men in the armed forces— 
Navy, Army, Marines or Coast Guard, regardless 
of rank. Each is a cog in the great war machine 
we are building; and when they all get to working 
perfectly, they will show the Son of Heaven and 
Herr Hitler how free men fight and win. 


War Traffic Comes First 


If your passenger train happens to be a little 
late, or if it doesn’t contain a super-deluxe lounge 
ear complete with bar and other fancy accessories, 
don’t start kicking at the railroads. For the rail­ 
roads are just as much interested in serving you as 
ever—but war traffic comes first. 
That war traffic reaches staggering totals. In 
a recent six-months period, more than 5,000,000 
troops were moved—not counting soldiers on 
leave. Freight trains are delivering some 3,000 car­ 
loads to our eastern seaports every day. Tank cars 
are taking 800,000 barrels of oil daily into the East 
—where in normal times they carried only about 
12,000. The railroads are successfully doing a job 
that skeptics said couldn’t be done. 
While doing this, they are carrying on their 
fine service in civilian America. In all its essentials, 
that service is as good as it was before the war. 
But, now and then, a train may he delayed because 
it had to wait for war trains to pass. Luxury lounge 
cars have been taken out of service, by order of 
the Office of Defense Transportation, because reg­ 
ular types of ears of the same size can carry more 
passengers. Those are mighty small “inconven­ 
iences” to pay for expediting the troop trains and 
the war freights.

(Continued from first page) 
tavern men on health affairs in 
connection with their business il­ 
lustrating how their best laid 
plans and outlay of money for 
cleanliness could be ruined by 
careless employees. 
Throughout the talks, the trend 
prevailed that Palm Springs, be­ 
cause of its prominence, stood 
out before the nation and that 
any action taken here would be 
publicized. 
MOTION IS MADE 
Following further discussion, C. 
King Charney moved that all 
cocktail lounges close at mid­ 
night. Mrs. Gladys Murray sec­ 
onded the motion. Earl Coffman 
offered an amendment to make 
the opening hour 8 a. m. instead 
of the 6 a. m. opening allowed by 
law.During the debate on the mo­ 
tion, Miss Margaret Foldesy took 
the floor to argue that the matter 
was an individual one, that it 
was up to each licensee to so 
conduct his business that there 
could be no criticism made. She 
said the 12 o'clock closing, while 
solving one problem, might bring 
forth another, that of drinking 
on the sly and in hotel rooms. 
AMENDMENT LOSES 
The debate grew general with 
many offering their opinions. 
Then Joe Felix offered anoth­ 
er amendment that the 12 o'clock 
closing exempt Saturday nights. 
The first vote was on this amend­ 
ment and resulted in a 5 to 5 
tie. Another vote resulted in the 
defeat of the amendment, 5 to 
6. Then a vote was taken on the 
12 o'clock closing and the count 
of hands revealed a 9 to 3 ma­ 
jority for the midnight limit. 
Following the main meeting, 
another was held outside of the 
building at which the m atter was 
threshed out. 
HOLD SECOND MEETING 
Tuesday, most of the cafe own­ 
ers who wished to reconsider 
their action, met at the Chi Chi 
cafe with Beckert of the Tav­ 
ern association and Sol Ruskin, 
attorney. 
Mr. Ruskin outlined the steps 
they should take, reminding the 
group that Monday’s meeting was 
an informal one. 
First step taken Tuesday was 
the formation of a chapter of the 
Tavern association, all present 
joining in the move. Irwin 
Schuman was elected chairman 
of the chapter and Don Manches­ 
ter secretary. 
LOSES, NINE TO ONE 
Following lengthy discussion 
Mr. Charney again moved that 
sale of liquor be halted at mid­ 
night. Miss Foldesy seconded the 
motion and on a roll call vote, 
the proposition was defeated 9 to 
1. A move by Mr. Charney, back­ 
ed by Tom Lipps to give 12 
o’clock closing a 30-day trial, was 
defeated. 
Another move to prepare a res­ 
olution detailing the action of 
the chapter and pledging full co­ 
operation with city and military 
authorities to police the industry 
was carried unanimously. 
URGE BRIGHT LIGHTS 
Brighter lights to forestall at­ 
tempt of soldiers to defeat the 10 
o’clock deadline by surreptiously 
sipping from bottles procured 
outside of lounges were urged. 
Councilman Ray Sorum, pres­ 
ent in his capacity as public safe­ 
ty commissioner, addressed the 
gathering and impressed upon 
them the need for keeping their 
business clean, declaring that 
conditions must prevail so that 
women and children could walk 
down the streets at 2 a. m. if need 
be, in utmost safety. 
RESPONSIBILITY TOLD 
He emphasized the responsibil­ 
ity resting upon licensees to do 
their part in preserving order. 
The chapter voted Mr. Sorum 
an honorary membership which 
he said he would accept if the 
city council approved. 
Ruskin suggested that special 
officers be appointed by the city, 
tavern owners to pay their sal­ 
aries and it was brought out 
that the presence of uniformed 
officers had a salutory effect on 
otherwise irresponsible citizens.

Chairman’ Schuman and Secre­ 
tary Manchester will acquaint 
authorities of the action of the 
chapter and pledge fullest coop­ 
eration in policing their own 
ranks to conduct the business on 
the highest order. 
Along this line, Mr. Schuman 
today contacted Col. Paul Taylor, 
provost marshal for the district, 
at Pasadena and will also see 
state board of equalization offic­ 
ers for the same purpose. It is 
the desire of the local licensees 
to hear any and all complaints 
at once so that they may be in­ 
vestigated and corrected imme­ 
diately.
